the known ringleaders in the massacre. 
But there were W of us there, and he was 
not able always to cope with us all, so that 
despite his vigilance we have brought to 
light many ruinous facts not only affect- 
ing the prisoners, but others who should be 
alongside them in the docks. 

“The proceedings were based on Article 
No. 259 of the Russian code, dealing with 
economic and religious excesses. This ar- 
ticle deals with ‘economic and religious 
differences’ and is directed against Social- 
ism and Nihiliam. But here, in Bensarabia, 
there is no true’ reason for economic and 
religious differences between the Jews and 
the Christians. Therefore, we argued this 
trial is illegal, we ask for a new trial—a 
trial of the real criminals, the wealthy 
agitators—not those poor idiots .1ow ar- 
raigned as a screen for the true culprits. 


The Court Ruled 
Against the Proof. 


“On Dee. 7 we informed the public pros- 

ecutor of our request; next day he replied 
that we had not made out a cage for a new 
trial. He went farther, and in face of 
mountains of proof. he negatived the state- 
ment that proof that the massacre had 
been deliberately organized had becn shown 
and that the real culprits were not in the 
dock.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—In this installment 
of letters to his firm, Mr. Alexander de- 
scribes how he put on the screws. In one, 


dated July 29, he writes: 
“Yesterday about 5 o’clock I learned that 


Seligman (New York banker) had sent the. 


telegram, which I submitted to you by ca- 
ble. These reached the Schreyer group and 
also some people who are engaged in loan- 
ing money to Rogniat. I was asked to go 
down and see Rogniat, and, so far as I can, 
make things right. He seemed inclined to 
‘take water’ with reference to the payment 
of the call on the underwriting, other than 
himself, saying that he had been, perhaps, 
misunderstood. 

“I immediately said that I would cable 
New York that my telegram of the morn- 
ing, in which I said he would do so, had 
been misunderstood. He said ‘No’ to let it 
stand as. it was—that it was all right. In 
the meantimé, I treated with sarcasm the 
Seligman cable. 

“T sald that I[ could give him even a 
worse report of the company than that if 
they chose to ask the Huntington Shipyards 
and other people who were hungry at being 
left out. Oppenheim intimated to me that 
Rogniat had been really impeded, in raising 
the money by the Seligman controversy. 

“I teld Regniat’s lawyer that I had 
been very polite and kind in regard to 
this matter, but I had these agreements 
to pay the money and I intended to have 
the money paid—would inforce it with an 
irom hand if necessary, and that all the 
collateral people who were injured by 
their failure to pay would be held for in- 
direct damages.

Like Hysterial Women” 

‘We had quite a little talk about the en- 
terprise and the personnel, and I think he 
went away prepared to report to his part- 
ner to pay the money. He has told the Op- 
penheims that they had their checks in 
their. pockets and only awaited this ex- 
planatfon, squaring the difference between 
a positive statement that the bond call 
was a success and the fact that it was not. 

“I am more impressed every day with 
the integrity and capacity of the Oppen- 
heims and of the adroitness of Mayer in 
managing people.

Composer of “The Wizard of Oz” Is 
Working Ambitiously and Has 
Eyes on World’s Fair Prize 


Paul Tietjens, the St. Louls boy who com- 
posed a large portion cf the music of “The 
Wizard of Oz,”’ has just completed the mu- 
sic for a new opera, entitled ‘‘The Sacred 
Serpent,” according to a cablegram re- 
ceived from Paris by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. He expects it to be produced in 
New York in April. 

The cablegram also says that Mr. Tiet- 
jens has composed a new concerto, which 
he will enter in the competition arranged 
by the managers of the musical department 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition for 
instrumental compositions. 

According to St. Louls friends and ad- 
mirers, the author of ‘““‘The Wizard of Oz” 
is something of a wizard himself—in the 
music line. 

He is now about 27. years old. 

For almost a year he has been abroad 
studying orchestral composition in Vienna. 

Mr. Tietjens was well able to take a 
year’s sojourn abroad after he struck the 
gold mine in “The Wizard of Oz.’ He has 
received large sums in royalties from that 
Opera and is still receiving them, some of 
his friends state, to the tune of $500 per 
month. 

Mr. Tietjens was torn in St. Louis. His 

rents for many years resided in North 

t. Louis—on Dodier street. They have 
since moved to a farm in the interior of 
the state. A married. sister of the young 
composer still resides here.

He was acquiring considerable reputation 
as a pianist when he decided to seek new 
worlds to conquer and left St. Louis for 
Chicago, which has since tried to claim 
him as a native citizen. 

He went there, it is said, partly at the 
suggestion of a newspaper artist named 
Isaac Morgan. Morgan had left St. Louis, 
thinking Chicago offered him a better field, 
and Tietjens followed.

Morgan soon met the theatrical managers 
in ...cago, and when Tietjens arrived Mor- 
gan presented him to Manager Hamlin of 


the Grand Opera House. Hamlin was then 
panne the elaborate spectacular produc- 
ion which afterwards came known as 
“The Wizard of Oz.”’ . 

Tietjens asked for a chance to write the

His lyrics and orchestral pieces were 
catchy and tuneful and they made a hit 
from the start.

Bartholdi, the famous sculptor, who gave 
to New York the colossal statue of Liberty 
Enlightening the World. The artist, now 
in his 70th year, is suffering from a com- 
plication of ailments, but his eye is still 
bright, his mind clear, and he does light 
work daily himself in addition to directing 
others. 

Bartholdi said that he was always cher- 
‘ishing as his favorite idea of turning 
Bedloe’s island into a sdért of National 
American Pantheon, girted with the statues 
of those who have contributed to their 
country’s fame—with Washington, Lafay- 
ette and other famous generals, perhaps, 
as a central group. 


Would Bury 


Presidents Here 

He would also have the bodies of all the 
presidents removed to Bedloe's island, and 
would have a comprehensive museum of 
mational relics established. He believes 
that such a spot would prove a mecca for 
all Americans, instilling patriotism into 
the young. Besides, the immigrants would 
@rasp and learn to revere the history of 
the new country while yet at its very gate. 

The correspondent inquires about the pro- 
Ject attributed to him for lighting Mont 
Martre with a lofty pillar to which he 
had planned to attach an electric balloon, 

“The press has mixed up two of my pro- 
jects,’’ Bartholdi smilktngly explained. 
“Some years ago, when back of Mont 
Martre was a great plain, I suggested the 
idea in question, but since the Church of 
the Sacred Heart has been built that plan 
is no longer necessary. 

“The papers have confounded the old idea 
with my present work on a monument in 
honor of the deeds of the aeronauts during 
the siege of Paris and to the heroes of 
the mail and telegraph of the same epoch.

_ “Here is the design?’ he remarked, show- 
ing the Post-Dispatch correspondent the 
model of an impressive monument of 
unique conception, the base and pedestal 


of marble, decorated with appropriate de- | 


signs of carrier pigeons, telegraph poles 
and wires and stacks of letters ready to be 
efitrusted to the precarious mail service. 

“The monureent itself shows the city of 
Paris as an allegorical figure of a woman, 
with her children dying at her feet, the 
‘group surmounted by nine great balloons 
ready to ascerd, while alighting on the net- 
ting of the balloon a pigeon brings news 
from the outside. 

“The group will be of bronze, and the 
balloon probably of mica. 

“The deeds of the civilian heroes are 
unsurpassed in history,” Bartholdi con- 
tinued, “and deserve the recognition of 
the country. Some were carried to Nor- 
Way, some to Spain, others were drowned 
in the ocean and still others were cap- 
tured and shot by the Germans.

LONG LIFE DUE TO RUM 
AND TOBACCO, HE SAYS

DUBUQUE, Io., Dec. %.—Adam Lucckner, 


an inmate of the Dubuque County poor- 
house, who celebrated his one hundredth 
birthday this week, has received letters 
from physicians in various parts of the 
country inquiring ae to the truth of the 
reports sent out that he has used tobacco 
and Hquor in moderation for 80. years, and 
that he attributes his longevity to these 
bubits. 

“I suppose many people honestly believe 
that I am joking when I say that I have 
indulged in tobacco and liquor for so many 
years,” said the centenarian today to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

“The fact is, I do not consider it any- 
thing to brag about, and, I suppose, the 
doctors will say that I am out of my head, 
but, nevertheless, it is true that I have 
used from one-half to a package of tobacco 


(two to four ounces) each day for the last 


8) years, and have drunk from two to seven 
glasses of whisky each day. 
“Considering this dafly consumption, 
many people would say that I have used 
liquor and tobacco in excess, but I call it 
moderate, as at no period of my life has 
my thhealth been impaired by these habits. 
‘Tobacco has not only given me great 
pleasure, but I have found it to be an ex- 
cellent tonic for the nerves. Of course, it 


lowan, 100 Years Old, Has Chewed From Two to Four 
Ounces of Tobacco and Drank From Two to Seven 
Glasses of Whisky Daily for 80 Years. 


when used in moderation, but I am judging 
my own case. 

“I have always made it a. rule not to in- 
dulge in tobacco until one hour after 
meals on account of the waste of saliva, 
and I consider this the principal reason 
why my stomach has not been injured by 
tobacco. 

“I feel that I have derived more benefit 
from whisky than tobacco, although I have 
used it more moderately.’’ 

“I believe that lquor is of incalculable 
value to a man who has reached his 60th 
year, as at this age the blood becomes very 
thin and liquor gives one more blood. A 
glass of whisky taken before breakfast 
warms the stomach and aids digestion and 
tones up an aged man's system even more 
than it does a young man. A drink before 
dinner, supper and at bed time is also 
beneficial, but I do not approve of imbib- 
ing in the afternoon, as 1 become drowsy 
after it ceases to stimulate me. 

‘Four or five drinks of whisky a day 
strengthen my nerves and make me feel 
vigorous, but, when I drink seven or 
eight, which is seldom, my nervous system 
appears wrecked.”’

Postmaster Names Henry P. Wyman 
to Be His Chief Aide at 
Postoffice 


FOR SIXTY YEARS 


ST. LOUISAN 


He Will Enter Office Jan. 1, When 
Presdent’s Appointee As- 
sumes Charge 


Postmaater-elect Frank Wyman, who is 
to take office Jan. 1, yesterday announced 
that he had appointed Henry P. Wyman, 
his brother, to be the agsistant postmas- 
ter. The position carries a salary of $3000 
a year. 

The new assistant will also take office 
Jan. 1, succeeding Alexander L. Siegmund, 
who has been the assistant under the 
Baumhoff regime. Mr. Slegmund will be 
retained in some other capacity in the of- 
fice. 

Postmaster Wyman says that when he 
was informed of his selection by President 
Roosevelt and later of the confirmation of 
his appointment by.the Senate he turned 
his attention to the choosing of an assist- 
ant. He wanted a man of business ecx- 
perience and undoubted ability. Many 
names were presented to him and much 
political ‘‘pressure’’ was brought to bear. 

He has spent several weeks in consider- 
ing the qualifications of various candi- 
dates, but when he ca to summarizin 
the situation, one ‘sto out before all 
others. This was his eldest brother, Henry 

. Wyman. His long business career, 
much of which has, been. in. executive po- 
sitions in other branches of the govern- 
ment service, especially fits him, says the 
postmaster, for such conection with a post- 
office administration, which is to be based 
on modern business principles and conduct- 
ed along modern business lines. 


A Resident of St. Louis 
for the Past Sixty Years 


Henry P. Wyman, for 60 years a resident 
of St. Louis, is the eldest of five sons of 
the late Prof. Hdward Wyman. Like his 


brother, the new postmaster, he has been 
distinguished in business circles. Unlike 
the postmaster, he has held many govern- 
nent offices. 

He entered business as a clerk with the 
wholesale grocery house of Hanenkamp & 
Hynes. During the Civ.] war he was trans- 
portation clerk with Gen. Lewis B. Puar- 
sons and Col. Charles Parsons, chief quar- 
termasters in charge of rail and rivpr 
transportation in the West. In this serv- 
ice Mr. Wyman, then a young man, showed 
marked proficiency and gained the lifelong 
friendship of his commanding officers. 

At the close of the war Mr. Wyman en- 
tered the United States customs service and 
for 14 years was chief deputy collector at 
the port of St. Louis, under Collectors 
Breckinridge, Cote, Fox, Lon and St, 
Gem, conducting te office with distin- 

uished credit to himself. He was largely 
nstrumental in the introduction of the di- 
rect importation law and the perfection 
of the treasury regulation under this law.

BUT REALLY ALWE 


Weird Result of an Attempt to Gar- 
rote Two Men in the Phil- 
ippines 
POST-DISPATCH BUREAC, 

1845 Pennsylvania Avenue. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. %.—With the re- 
ceipt here today of copies of the Manila 
Times came the news of an official execu- 
tion in the Philippines which fatled to kill 
three of the four criminals and these men 
now, while officially dead within the mean- 
ing of the law, have received their liberty. 
The tale itself is the most grewsome known 
to the records of the war department her, 
and as the so-called executions were under 
the direction of the department there will 
be an official tnquiry. 

It seems that four murderers were to be 
garroted at Amulung, in Sagayan Province 
on Oct. 21 and a town official named Gu- 
bridge was selected as the executioner, but 
on the day set for the execution Gubridge 
announced that he was not acquainted with 
the exact amount of time necessary to Kill 
the victims by strangulation. 


He was informed that by Spanish tradi- 
tions it took eight minutes to cause death 
and that it was usual to keep the bodies 
exposed in the machine for four hours 
afterward. The authorities in Amulung 
decided that eight minutes of strangula- 
tion would do, but that the bodies, in- 
stead of being exposed in the machine for 
four hours thereafter, should be laid out 
decently on the floor of the church of 
Amulung, so that relatives might claim 
them and take them away. 

After the garroter had done his work Dr. 
Licena, the provincial surgeon, certified to 
the death of the four murderers and the 
judge of the province set the seal of ap- 
proval on the death certificates. Two hours 
after the execution Capt. Long, senior in* 
spector of the province; Lieut. Collins and 
two native constabulary officers entered 
the church to see if the bodies had been 
claimed.

@hared to a large extent In the period of 
prosperity with which the country has 
been blessed. there has been none of the 
over-specu.ation which has worked to the 
great detriment of rea! properties in other 
cities under like conditions. 

The official record for the year now clos- 
ing has, if ~ apa ok strengthened the repu- 
tation which 8t. uis long ago attained. 
The confirmation of its sojidity could not 
have been better shown by the building &- 
velopment commensurate with the demand, 
present and prospective. 

Real estate transfers, which are almost 
axiomatic tn their value as a barometer of 
actua] conditions, show an increase of ap- 
proximately $5,000,000 over the previous 
year, 

To many, however, this gain, consider- 
ing the proxtmity of the Louisana Purchase 
Exposition, appears a smal! one.

They say they all knew Eliza- 
beth had been shot; every man, woman and 
child in Rising Sun knew thet Elizabeth 
had been shot. Neither Myron. or Carrie, 
or James, or Belle crossed the street to the 
old lady's house that night. 

Elizabeth died the third night after she 
was shot. Hundreds attended the funeral. 
Myron, Carrie, James and Belle did not 
attend the funeral or offer conrolation to 
the stricken mother. Only Dr. William and 
Robert went to her; the others held aloof. 
Their bitterness over the property was too 
deep; their hate went beyond the grave. 

Officials who, following their Gduty, in- 
vestigated Elzabeth Gillespie's death yield- 
ed to the frantic appeals of her mother and 
postponed the autopsy until after the funer- 
al. Then the grandijiury cent Dr. Cowen 
and Undertaker Spelle to the cemetery 
and they performed the autopsy in the re- 
ceiving vault. They extracted 26 No. 4 
shot from the wound in the back of the 
head; wads from a 16-guage shell had been 
previously removed from the wound by the 
attending physician. 


THF STORY OF 
THE SHOTGUN 


Sixteen-guage shells loaded with No. 4 
shot were purchased by Myron Barbour 
some time ago. He went hunting with a 
preacher and gave him one of the shells 
which the preacher retained. He has since 
turned this over to the grandjury. 

Barbour says he bought the shells. That 
he used all but the one given the preach- 
er in James Gillespie's shotgun, which he 
borrowed for the hunting trip. James Gil- 
lespie’'s 16-guage shotgun was found in 
his room in the residence of his sister, 
Mrs. Belle Seward, and is in the possession 
of the Ohlo County officers.

In the formal warning-unanimously issued by the sitting jus- 
tices-of the Supreme Court of Missouri, they defined the essence 
of the offense of leso majeste, which they propose to punish 
as questioning the motives of the individuals now sitting on the 
bench. 

Whatever the form in which these motives express them- 
selves in action, they are not to be questioned, except at the 
expense of arrest and fine. 

So this theory extends itself to all Missouri officialdom. Of- 
ficial motives are not to be questioned. 

In every case of law where a crime is charged as 
against the state of Missouri, the motive must be questioned 
on the evidence, by the evidence and through the evidence de- 
termined as it is lawful or unlawful, good or bad. Wha 

Politics in Missouri, good or bad, lawful or unlawful, depend 
first of all on the motives of those engaged, on the motives 
of the people and of those who represent or misrepresent them. 

When the point is reached where motives expressed in action, 
right or wrong, lawful or unlawful, are not to be judged with 
the action itself, the politics of representative government will 
fail with the policy of the system itself. 

That time has not yet come in Missouri. The people of 
Missouri are now engaged in weighing the evidence which 
will make more intelligible to them the motives of every office- 
holder who either represents or misrepresents them, including 
the officeholders now sitting as justices of the supreme court. 

When the people have reached a decision, they will express 
it, in spite of any and al] attempts to gag them. 

In doing it they will show their respect not only for the 
supreme court, but for all other institutions of their plan of 
constitutional self-government.

AMERICAN USE OF ELECTRICITY 


From the London Telegraph. 

America leads the way in the applications 
of electricity. In his presidential address 
to the Institution of Electrical Engineers, 
Mr. Kaye Gray mentioned a plate-glass 
works in which there were four generating 
sets of 4000 kilowatts each and one of 350 
kilowatts; there were also 20 motors of 450 
horse-power each and 20 of 200 horse-pow- 
er. Another concern using electricity on 
a large scale was a colliery, which pos- 
sesses a plant of 2900 kilowatts capacity 
and comprises 44 mining locomotives and 75 
miles of underground trolley wire. The dom- 
inating factor in regard to the employment 
of eléctric power is, of course, that of ef- 
‘ficiency compared with cost. Mr. Gray 
made a comparison between the Carnegie 
works and Krupp’s at Essen. ‘‘At the Car- 
negie works,”’ he said, “electricity is used 
for almost everything requiring power. It 
is stated that in the Homestead Steel 
Works of Pennsylvania, by the aid of 
electricity, 4000 men make as much steel as 
is made at Krupp’s with 15,000 men.”

would not consider myself doing my duty 
toward the advancement of science did I 
fail to challenge some of the statements 
you have just made concerning odlitic lime- 
stone.

The gentleman to whom yeu have 
been making your address probably knew 
some few things on the subject before you 
began talking, but you have dumped your 
own ignorance upon him until he has 
necessarily become: confused and no longer 
knows what once he knew.

So there is no sub- 
ject upon which we are in darkness that 
we may not be enlightened upon if we have 
the temerity to approach the right man 
this week and ask him about it. 
There are so many things we want to 
know here in St. Louis that it is hard to 


find a beginning. But I will take my own

tions like these: . 

1. For the geoologists: (Joke Ha, ha! 
One for the geologists). Is there a bottom- 
less pit under the city of St. Louis? 

Now this is a fair question. You may 
not know it, but here are the proofs: 
Every little while we come downtown in 
St. Louis asking each other: 

“Did you feel the earthquake?” 

Now, they don’t do that in Boston. They 
rarely do it in Chicago. It is almost un- 
heard of in New York. 


St. Louis is the earthquake city of the 
United States. We must go far away into 
Mexico and Central America to find an- 
other place where earthquake shocks are 
so frequent as they are in that portion of 
the Mississippi Valley which reaches from 
Memphis to St: Louis and from the Uzaftks 
over to Cincinnati. 


It {s a common thing for the earth to 
shake Jtself in this district. Not so long 
ago it shook itself with such vigor that 
the big office buildings in St. Louis rocked 
just a little. Two men who were standing 
in opposite windows over in the DeMenil 
and Walinright buildings subsequently tes- 
tified that the buildings slappe dtogether 
and that the one man ran his finger in the 
other man’s eye in the contact. This is 
laid on a little thick, but it is certain that

we do have an earthquake every now and 
then and that other big cities do not have 
them. 

Why do we have them? 


Some people of quaai-scientific bent are 
convinced that St. Louls and the valley 
around it are over a great pit in the crust 
of the earth. They submit that in 1811 
Southeast Missouri went down considera- 
bly in the most violent earthquake shock 
suffered by any portion of the United 
States within history. What became of 
the material which fell? Additionally, this 
is the greatest cave country in the world. 
The great Mammoth cave is but one of a 
cluster of giant subterranean chambers in 
the country within a 200-mile radius of 
Cairo. Do they not mean that great un- 
derground rivers are flowing and wearing 
away the rock? Where are they flowing if 
not into something akin to the bottomless 
pit? 

Last February St. Louis was jarred by 
an earthquake, and a few days later a re- 
port came from Campbell's Point, Illinois, 
that a great sink had on that day appeared 
on a nearby farm. The land had settled 
down 20 feet over a considerable area. Why 
couldn't we suppose that a fragment of the 
crust of the earth—say one about the size 
of St. Louis county—fell into the pit and 
caused the earth to start and give us the 
earthquake occurring that day? 

If we are right over a hollow place in 
the earth, it would be interesting to know 
it. It to honor it served no other purpose 
it would prompt each of us to carry around 
a*iong pole to safeguard us from falling in. 

Will somebody ask the man? He will be 
here this week. 

2. For the anthropologists: What color 
are we going to be in St. Louis after an- 
other century or so of this smoke? 

The scientists are divided as to the rea- 
son why men are of different shades. Some 
regard each color as a special creation; 
others dom’t believe anything of the kind. 
They believe the Negro to be black and the 


Indian to be red for reasons wholly this 
side of creation. 

All might, couldn’t soot be one of the 
reasons? We live in a sooty atmosphere 
here in St. Louis. We breathe it, eat it 
and absorb it. The color line in St. Louls 
seems to be disappearing. Is it to entirely 
disappear? 

8. For the anatomists: What is to be 
the eventuality of this thing of hanging on 
@ car strap? 

Are we to be a one-sided race here in 
St. Louis? Are we to-have one long arm 
and one short one, and one long leg and 
one short one, and one long side and one 
short one? Answer us this, O master mind.

Vital Importance of Good

manship. . 

In shooting a rifle at long range if the shooter 
misses the object he intends to hit the shot 
is generally lost and he is something like the 
quail shooter who fires at the flock when the 
covy gets wp. 

The value and importance of high efficiency 
in military rifle shooting on the field of battle 
was never so forcibly illustrated as during the 
Santiago campaign. For 18 years previous to 
this our little army had received an excellent 
and thorough training in target practice and 
was as a class fine military.rifie shots.

In conclusion, I will add that rifle shooting can 
be easily taught by proper training in the gal- 
lery and does not require a large expenditure of 
ammunition or much practice upon the range. 

The responsibility of teaching soldiers how to 
shoot rests with the captains and lieutenants, 
and in order to teach it correctly they must 
know how to do it themselves. 

I am glad to say that Congress is disposed to 
be liberal in appropriating for shooting galleries 
and ranges, and it is hoped our regular troops 
and militia and the various rifle and revolver 
clubs will soon be engaged in friendly shooting 
competitions all over the country. | 

In this way we will soon have an army ready

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To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—After consultation 
with Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, chief of 


the bureau of navigation, I have the following 
to say concerning the personnel of the Amierican 
navy and the plans for its continued improve- 
ment during 1904: 


HE navy, at the end of 1908, has reached 
a certain stage in its development which 
has much that is satisfactory in it. 

As to the officers, the mass of them, 
especially the younger mem are to a certain 
degree overworked. The younger officers come 
back from four years of the most onerous ser- 
vice in the Philippines or elsewhere and are 
mramted perhaps three weeks at home, which is 
frequently cut to two weeks, before 
eboard another ship for three or four years in 
the. West Indies or Central America. But the 
condition of these officers, though somewhat 
fatigued, is excellent, both-as to mind and body, 
and it is hoped the strain will not continue 
much longer, for larger classes soon will come 
from the naval academy and greatly alleviate 
the situation. Promotions also from warrant 
officers to commissioned officers. whith hitherto 
languished, it is hoped will now take effect at 
the rate of the full number (22 a year) allowed 
by Congress. The President, as well as the sec- 
retary of the navy, has spoken during the last 
year in the highest terms of the fidelity of these 
hard-worked officers and their high intelligence. 


A Big Decrease in Desertions. 


As to the enlisted men, we are approaching a 
higher plane; desertions, which we have expect- 
ed would diminish only very slowly as a result 
of improved pay, increased liberty and oppor- 
tunities for promotiom have begun in the last 
two months to diminish more rapidly than we 
bad hoped for. 

This decrease in desertions is always observed 
in some degree when cold weather comes and 
yacht service and harvest ficlds are abandoned. 
But the falling off is still more than was to be 
expected from those causes. We may attribute 
ft in part to a certain pride which lately devel-

Future Plans for the Navy. 
It is contemplated, therefore, that the force of 
the Atlantic region shall assemble this winter 


as one fleet in the West Indies. The battleship 
squadron is already there; Admiral Coghlan’s 
Caribbean squadron, detailed temporarily on the 
coast of Syria, will reach there later; the South 
Atlantic squadron is now nearing the West In- 
dies on its way from Brazil; the coast squadron 
is assembling at Key West; the training squad- 
ron, while carrying on its duties, is preparing to 
act as a squad of scout cruisers during the evo- 
lutions and thus give the young seamen under 
training an opportunity to become familiar with 
their future duties in regular cruising men of 
war, 

A division of the navy into squadrons and fleets 
and the creation of new squadrons is now fully 
established and will require in future only to be 
fully followed out to insure that success which 
organized system always produces. 

It may be well to say that the center and base 
of operations of the battleship squadron will in 
future be ordinarily at Culebra or Guantanamo; 
that of the coast squadron when not engaged in 
other parts of the Caribbean, will be at Culebra; 
the training squadron, having its summer base at 
Hampton Roads or Long Island Sound for train- 
ing purposes, will carry on that same training 
in the Gulf of Mexico during the winter and be 
for that purpose concentrated at Pensacola. 

Similar organization and division will occur on 
the Asiatic station. 

The primary base of the battleship squadron 
will be Subig bay, near Manila, and at that 
point, it is hoped, may be created the beginning 
of a serviceable dockyard; the cruiser squadron, 
while based also on Subig bay, will spend much 
of the time watching over American interests 
in that vast region; the third squadron, which 
will be composed of smaller vessels, based like- 
wise on Subig bay, will be used for cruising in 
the Philippines and for protection of American 
interests in the shallow waters and up the rivers, 
where the large business interests of our citizens 
are growing, due to the construction of railroads 
and the opening up of great areas of China to 
our commerce; the Pacific squadron is for the 
present left out of these considerations, but it 
is the intention in future to unite it from time 
to time with the Asiatic forces for joint maneu- 
vers and exercise of a fleet as distinguished from 
those of a squadron.

= AIRSHIPS OF 1903 <—

IMTE HENRY DE LA VAULX, who holds 

the world’s record in aerostatics and 

has obtained the first prize and cham- 

pionship for the longest aerial voyage 
ever made, for the longest time of any ascen- 
sion, for the longest sea voyage in an airship, 
the record of distance and duration in France, 
the most sensational channel crossing and a 
dozen other prizes and championships, also has 
the honor of having made ballooning the fashion 
in Paris. 

He is a pioneer as a society aeronaut. Before 
ne took to the sport it was, properly speaking, 
no sport. Society people never thought of risk- 
ing their lives in a balloon ascent till he showed 
them the way. Now everybody that is anybody 
in Paris finds it absolutely necessary to make a 
voyage in-.an airship. Mme du Gast, Rejane, the 
Duchesse d’Uzes, Gyp and Severine have all 
found it necessary to take a flight in the air. 

*‘Before I started,” said Comte de la Vaulx, “I 
never heard of anybody thinking of going up in 
a balloon except a professional. Now I have 
had nearly all the smart set of Paris in my bas- 
ket. Tho high aristocracy of Germany and 
Austria is eager to learn. Archduke Franz Sal- 
vator is my best pupil. I have taken him. up 
a number of times within the last three years 
and he in turn has taken up the archduchess, his 
wife. In a week from now I shall be in Vienna 
and I shall make a number of ascents with him 
and take up his 5-year-old daughter. 

“I would not be surprised ff in a few days I 


took up the genial Emperor Franz Joseph for a 
trip through the clouds and make him nav an un- 
official visit to Emperor William’s domains. 


Everything is possible nowadays, and I should 
not wonder if the Emperor William himself be- 
came a distinguished aeronaut. 

Comte Henry de la Vaulx reached the highest 
record for the number of free ascensions in the 
middle of November, when he made his one hun- 
dredth trip through cloudland. Counting all his 
aerial voyages he had spent in all 865 hours in 
the basket, equivalent to a period of 35 days; 
he had taken up with him 802 passengers, of 
whom 90 were perfect novices and had never 
gone up in a balloon before. and 2 ladies. He 


had covered a distance of 20,700 kilometers and 
had consumed more than 6,000 cuhic fect of gas. 


There is not an acronaut in France or in the 
world who comes anywhere near. this record. 
Comte Henry de la Vaulx has been quietly dis- 
tancing all rivals and today is the king of aero- 
nauts. 

“Only a little over five years ago,”’ he said, -‘I 
never imagined that I should one day break the 
records of the world as an aeronaut. The way I 
came to take an interest in ballooning was quite 
fortuitous. I happened to be strolling near Bois 
de Boulogne one afternoon (it was July 18, 1898) 
when [I saw a captive balloon piloted by M. Mal- 
let, near the rue Spontini. M. Mallet was look- 
ing out for passengers and as I had nothing to 
do and nobody else was willing to go up with 
him, I agreed to enter the basket. In a few mo- 
ments I was a thousand feet in the air and 
could look over the top of Fiiffel tower. The ex- 
perience tickled me immensely and I at once be- 
came a raving enthusiast—that is the only way 
to qualify it—for ballooning. I arranged with M. 
Mallet to take me up again on the following 
day, July 17, 1898, and this time in the balloon 
Volga and on a free course. 

“We started at 6 o'clock in the evening, an! as 
it was perfectly calm we floated for seven houra 


over Paris and finally made a descent at 1 
o’clock in the morning in the forest of Ram- 


boullet. We took a little sl#ep, and at 6 o'clock 
in the morning I was so anxious to mount again 
that we continued our journey and floated away 
till 11 o’clock when we were over Cauture, and 
made a second desccnt. We had the balion at- 
tached by the guide rope to a wagon, which took 
us to Ezy-sur-Sane, where he had breakfast. 

“T at once resolved that I should have a bal- 
loon of my own, that I should learn how to pilot 
it myself and in the future make as many ascen- 
sions as I liked, and, in fact, have my wish sat- 
isfied to the utmost.

ITTLE difficulty should be encountered in 

the completion of the Panama canal by 

the United States government once work 

is begun and if, as goes almost without 

saying, the proper treatment of the technical 

questions are handled according to the lessons 

of experience, the United States will have un- 

usual advantages in its work. It can profit by 

the experience of the French engineera who have 
worked on the problems for 19 years. 

Already more than 80,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth have been excavated. This has removed 
all of the smaller difficulties and practically all 
of the great technical obstacles. 


Three Difficulties on the Isth- 


mus. 


The three greatest obiStacles originally en- 
countered in the building of the canal were the 
Culebra cut, the control of the water of the 
Chagres river and the climate. The first of 
these difficulties, the technical ones, have al- 
ready been practically removed. There is now a 
trench 160 feet deep cut across the Culebra sad- 
die and this must only be deepened 90 feet in 
order to complete it. 

Culebra offered one of the greatest difficulties 
for a t@nme. The superior part of the cut was 
found to be composed of soft, spongy, yielding, 
sliding soil, and the enormous mass, to be re- 
moved necessitated the employment of machin- 
ery of great power, and, therefore, of a great 
weight, which it was difficult to maintain on 
such a soil. The trench over Culebra is now 
done to a point where excellent soil has been 
found and asa result the cut is practically elim- 
inated as an obstacle. This great problem I was 
fortunate enough to solve myself during the last 
years of the old company. 

Another and seemingly insurmountable obstacle 
was the control of the water of the Chagres 
river. In 1892, in my book, “Panama, Past, Pres- 
ent and Future,” I recommend the building of 
a huge earth dam at Bohio across the Chagres 
river and the derivation of the water of the arti- 
ficial lake thus formed to the westward of the 
canal between the lake and the sea. 

The United States engineers have adopted this 
method and a dam will be built at Bohio, l4 
miles from Panama, the only modification being 
a sure elevation of about 20 feet above the level 
I had proposed for the lake in 1892. Much of the 
valley of-the Chagres river will of necessity be 
flooded with this artificial lake. When the prob-

Enlisted men in navy, 28,270, Officers on the active list, 2215, 
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To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—After consultation 
with Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, chief of 


the bureau of navigation, I have the following 
to say concerning the personnel of the Amierican 
navy and the plans for its continued improve- 
ment during 1904: 


HE navy, at the end of 190, has reached 
a certain stage in its development which 
has much that is satisfactory in it. 

As to the officers, the mass of them, 
especially the younger men are to a. certain 
degree overworked. The younger officers come 
back from four years of the most onerous ser- 
vice in the Philippines or elsewhere and are 
eramted perhaps three weeks at home, which is 


frequently cut to two weeks, before they go. 


eboard another ship for three or four years in 
the. West Indies or Central America. But the 
condition of these officers, though somewhat 
fatigued, is excellent, both as to mind and body, 
and it is hoped the strain will not continue 
much longer, for larger. classes soon will come 
from the naval academy and greatly alleviate 
the situation. Promotions also from warrant 
officers to commissioned officers. which hitherto 
languished, it is hoped will now take effect at 
the rate of the full number (12 a year) allowed 
by Congress. The President, as well as the sec- 
retary of the navy, has spoken during the last 
year in the highest terms of the fidelity of these 
hard-worked officers and their high intelligence. 


A Big Decrease in Desertions. 

As to the enlisted men, we are approaching a 
higher plane; desertions, which we have expect- 
ed would diminish only very slowly as a result 
of improved pay, increased liberty and oppor- 
tunities for promotiom have begun in the last 
two months to diminish more rapidly than we 
bad hoped for. 

This decrease in desertions is always observed 
in geome degree when coli weather comes and 
yacht service and harvest ficlds are abandoned, 
But the falling off is still more than was to be 
expected from those causes. We may attribute 
st in part to a certain pride which lately devel-

surprising degree. 
In the last 12 months the marksmanship in the 


navy has passed from a moderate or even slight 
degree of efficiency to a situation where the most 
satisfactory results seem to be in sight. This 
Methods totally 
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immediate past. We cannot do better than to 
go forward on similar lines in the immediate 
future. 


Future Plans for the Navy. 
It is contemplated, therefore, that the force of 
the Atlantic region shall assemble this winter 


as one fleet in the West Indies. The battleship 
squadron is already there; Admiral Coghlan’s 
Caribbean squadron, detailed temporarily on the 
coast of Syria, will reach there later; the South 
Atlantic squadron is now nearing the West In- 
dies on its way from Brazil; the coast squadron 
is assembling at Key West; the training squad- 
ron, while carrying on its duties, is preparing to 
act as a squad of scout cruisers during the evo- 
lutions and thus give the young seamen under 
training an opportunity to become familiar with 
their future duties in regular cruising men of 
war. 

A division of the navy into squadrons and fleets 
and the creation of new squadrons is now fully 
established and will require in future only to be 
fully followed out to insure that success which 
organized system always produces. 

It may be well to say that the center and base 
of operations of the battleship squadron will in 
future be ordinarily at Culebra or Guantanamo; 
that of the coast squadron when not engaged in 
other parts of the Caribbean, will be at Culebra; 
the training squadron, having its summer base at 
Hampton Roads or Long Island Sound for train- 
ing purposes, will carry on that same training 
in the Gulf of Mexico during the winter and be 
for that purpose concentrated at Pensacola. 

Similar organization and division will occur on 
the Asiatic station. 

The primary base of the battleship squadron 
will be Subig bay, near Manila, and at that 
point, it is hoped, may be created the beginning 
of a serviceable dockyard; the cruiser squadron, 
while based also on Subig bay, will spend much 
of the time watching over American interests 
Ian that vast region; the third squadron, which 
will be composed of smaller vessels, based like- 
wise on Subig bay, will be used for cruising in 
the Philippines and for protection of American 
interests in the shallow waters and up the rivers, 
where the large business interests of our citizens 
are growing, due to the construction of railroads 
and the opening up of great areas of China to 
our commerce; the Pacific squadron is for the 
present left out of these considerations, but it 
is the intention in future to unite it from time 
to time with the Asiatic forces for joint maneu- 
vers and exercise of a fleet as distinguished from 
those of a squadron. 

Even now the Pacific force, under Admiral 
Glass, would be on its way to join the Asiatic 
fleet, under Admiral Evans, at Honolulu, were 
ft not for the need of its presence at Panama 
to preserve order along the line of the railway,

== AIRSHIPS OF 1903 <— 


By M. Juliott, Balloonist 
for Lebaudy Brothers. 


IMTE HENRY DE LA VAULX, who holds 

the world’s record in aerostatics and 

has obtained the first prize and cham- 

pionship for the longest aerial voyage 
ever made, for the longest time of any ascen- 
sion, for the longest sea voyage in an airship, 
the record of distance and duration in France, 
the most sensational channel crossing and a 
dozen other prizes and championships, also has 
the honor of having made ballooning the fashion 
in Paris. 

He is a pioneer as a society aeronaut. Before 
ne took to the sport it was, properly speaking, 
no sport. Society people never thought of risk- 
ing their lives in a balloon ascent till he showed 
them the way. Now everybody that is anybody 
in Paris finds it absolutely necessary to make a 
voyage in-an airship. Mme du Gast, Rejane, the 
Duchesse d’Uzes, Gyp and Severine have all 
found it necessary to take a flight in the air. 

*‘Before I started,”’ gnid Comte de la Vaulx, “I 
never heard of anybody thinking of going up in 
a balloon except a professional. Now I have 
had nearly all the smart set of Paris in my bas- 
ket. Tho high aristocracy of Germany and 
Austria is eager to learn. Archduke Franz Sal- 
vator is my best pupil. I have taken him up 
a number of times within the last three years 
and he in turn has taken up the archduchess, his 
wife. In a week from now I shall be in Vienna 
and I shall make a number of ascents with him 
and take up his 5-year-old daughter. 

“I would not be surprised if in a few days I 


took up the genial Emperor Franz Joseph for a 
trip through the clouds and make him nav an un- 
official visit to Emperor William’s domains. 


Everything is possible nowadays, and I should 
not wonder !f the Emperor William himself be- 
came a distinguished aeronaut. 

Comte Henry de la Vaulx reached the highest 
record for the number of free ascensions in the 
middle of November, when he made his one hun- 
dredth trip through cloudland. Counting all his 
aerial voyages he had spent in all 865 hours in 
the basket, equivalent to a period of 35 days; 
he had taken up with him 302 passengers, of 
whom 9% were perfect novices and had never 
gone up in a balloon before. and 2% ladies. He 


had covered a distance of 20,700 kilometers and 
had consumed more than lH6,000 cubic fect of gas. 


There is not an acronaut in France or in the 
world who comes anywhere near. this record. 
Comte Henry de la Vanix has been quietly dis- 
tancing all rivals and today is the king of aero- 
nauts. 

“Only a little over five vears ago,” he said, ‘I 
never imagined that I should one day break the 
records of the world as an aeronaut. The way I 
came to take an interest in ballooning was quite 
fortuitous. I happened to be strolling near Bois 
de Boulogne one afternoon (it was July 18, 1898) 
when [I saw a captive balloon piloted by M. Mal- 
jet, near the rue Spontini. M. Mallet was look- 
ing out for passengers and as I had nothing to 
do and nobody else was willing to go up with 
him, I agreed to enter the basket. In a few mo- 
ments I was a thousand feet in the air and 
could look over the top of Fiiffel tower. The ex- 
perience tickled me immensely and I at once be- 
came a raving enthusiast—that is the only way 
to qualify it—for ballooning. I arranged with M. 
Mallet to take me up again on the following 
day, July 17, 1898, and this time in the balloon 
Volga and on a free course. 

“We started at 6 o'clock in the evening, an! as 
it was perfectly calm we floated for seven hours 


over Paris and finally made a descent at 1 
o'clock in the morning in the forest of Ram- 


boullet. We took a little sléep, and at 6 o'clock 
in the morning I was so anxious to mount again 
that we continued our journey and floated away 
till 11 o’clock when we were over Cauture, and 
made a second desecnt. We had the ballon at- 
tached by the guide rope to a wagon, which took 
us to Ezy-sur-Sane, where he had breakfast. 

“Tl at onco resolved that I should have a bal- 
loon of my own, that I should learn how to pilot 
it myself and in the future make as many ascen- 
sions as I liked, and, in fact, have my wish sat- 
isfied to the utmost. 

“T went up again with my faithful guide, M. 
Mallet, whom I then claimed as my own, 
man whom I prized above all in the world, and 
to whom I would have sold my very soul. On 
July 22 I told bim that this time I wanted to go 
far, far away, as on the first for want 
of wind, we had made only 67 kilometers. It 
was the first time then that he took me a rather 
long distance. We started from Paris, in the 
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Envoy extraordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tlary of the republic of Panama, for four years 
one of the chief engineers of the Fren canal com- 
pay.

ITTLE difficulty should be encountered in 
the completion of the Panama canal by 
the United States government once work 
is begun and if, as goes almost without 

saying, the proper treatment of the technical 
questions are handled according to the lessons 
of experience, the United States will have un- 
usual advantages in its work. It can profit by 
the experience of the French engineers, who have 
worked on the problems for 19 years. 

Already more than 80,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth have been excavated. This has removed 
ali of the smaller difficulties and practically all 
of the great technical obstacles. 


Three Difficulties on the Isth- 


mus. 


The three greatest obstacles originally en- 
countered in the building of the canal were the 
Culebra cut, the control of the water of the 
Chagres river and the climate. The first of 
these difficulties, the technical ones, have al- 
ready been practically removed. There is now a 
trench }60 feet deep cut across the Culebra sad- 
die and this must only be deepened 90 feet in 
order to complete it. 

Culebra offered one of the greatest difficulties 
for a t@ne. The superior part of the cut was 
found to be composed of soft, spongy. yielding, 
sliding soil, and the enormous mass, to be re- 
moved necessitated the employment of machin- 
ery of great power, and, therefore, of a great 
weight, which it was difficult to maintain on 
such a soil. The trench over Culebra is now 
done to a point where excellent soil has been 
found and asa result the cutis practically elim- 
inated as an obstacle. This great problem I was 
fortunate enough to solve myself during the last 
years of the old company. 

Another and seemingly insurmountable obstacle 
was the control of the water of the Chagres 
river. In 1892, in my book, “Panama, Past, Pres- 
ent and Future,” I recommend the building of 
a huge earth dam at Bohio across the Chagres 
river and the derivation of the water of the arti- 
ficial lake thus formed to the westward of the 
canal between the lake and the sea. 

The United States engineers have adopted this 
method and a dam will be built at Bohio, 14 
miles from Panama, the only modification being 
a sure elevation of about 20 feet above the level 
I had proposed for the lake in 1892. Much of the 
valley of the Chagres river will of necessity be 
flooded with this artificial lake. When the prob-

The result, as most department stores will testify, is that stocks of this class of 
merchandise have fairly been cleaned cut, and that the season as a whole ths 
ended satisfactorily. ; 

The inference from this is that the heavy losses of 1903's great liquidation 
have fallen on the shoulders of the very rich, or of those who so regarded them- 
selves, while the great public still remains prosperous and hopeful. This, as 
it happens, has also been the lesson’ taught all along by the stock exchange.

Serhaps the most striking fact abou e 
int nanaee imbroglio, in its relation 
to the markets, has been the absence of 
any real commotion in the markets. That 
this seeming indifference should be man- 
‘fested at a time when all the reports 
pointed to a conflict, must have meant cne 
of two things—either that the more im- 
nomant aetors, behind the scenes of poli- 
ties and finance, did not believe that act- 
ual collision would be reached, or else that 
they look,+for a short, decisive, and not 
generally disturbing conflict. 

Thus far, the course of the markets cer- 
tainly suggests that England does not ex- 
pect to involved. From a financial 
point of view it certainly has reason to 
avoid entanglement. The rather odd posi- 
‘ion of London's market, even with war 
restricted to Russia and Japan, has been 
pointed out. Japan, if it borrows, will 
have to borrow in London. Russia would 
presumably raise its money in Paris; but, 
as it happens, Paris is at present a very 
large creditor, on current account, of Lon- 
bard street, and the first result to be 
looked for would be a recall of such ad- 
vances. If this were to be the sequence 
of events, the strain on London’s supply 
of capital would be heavy. Yet the Lon-

lt cannot be said with any confidence 
thut the ‘“‘war talk’’ has shaped the action 
of this week's commodity markets. The 
real significance probably is that so long 
as the needed resources are to actually be 
had, people who speculate with borrowed 
money cannot be held in check. Of course, 
this is not the whole of the situation; but 
it is precisely that which is meant when 
the Wall street reports describe the “‘shift- 
ing of attention” from stocks to in and 
cotton. A similar explosion of iong-sup- 
pressed speculation occurred in 1895, when 
a fairly frantic outburst occurred, cn mod- 
erate provocation, in the markets for 
stocks and grain. That year the resump- 
tion of activity was premature; accumu- 
lated capital, after the widespread and 
disastrous losses of, 1893 and 1894, was not 
great enough to sustain the burden of ex- 
panded values, and the undertakings’ event- 
ually broke down disastrously. Possibly the 
test next year will be equally interesting.

AMERICAN WHO RESIGNED 


Declares an Army of 100,000 Can Be 
Raised, and the Soldiers Are 
‘ Fighters, Too 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—Capt. Randall 
Merritt, for two years commander of the 
Colombian gunboat Pinzon, which, with the 
Cartagena, constitutes the Colombian fleet 
in the Caribbean sea, has just returned to 
his home in Port Chester, where he will 
remain until the Panama question is set- 
tled. Capt. Merritt resigned when Panama 
Seceded from the republic. 

“T had a good position,” said,Capt. Mer- 
ritt, “which I had been filling for more 
than two years, going through the Uribe- 
Uribe revolution, but when I saw that Pan- 
ama’s action was being sustained by the 
United States I started home. I could not 
| Serve under the flag of a country which 
4 might become embroiled with my country. 
e “My knowledge of the people and of the 
+ feeling that exists in the republic, par- 
ticularly in the interior, makes me feel 


that it will not be long before the United 
States will be called upon to show her 
Strength fully. 

“I believe firmly that Colombian troops 
wili invade Panama and at least make a 
demonstration which will force the United 
States to interfere. An army of 100,000 can 
be raised should Gen. Reyes, who is easily 
the greatest leader in Colombia, elect for 
war, and anybody who doesn't believe that 
Colombian troops will fight is not posted 
regarding them. 

“I do not mean that Colombia is prepared 
to actually engage in war with the United 
States. Her people realize fully the futility 
of such a course. What I am convinced of 
is that she will make a demonstration to 
preserve her honor. 

“There is much patriotism in Colombia, 
@nd the recent stand taken by this coun- 
try has rendered Americans very unpopu- 
lar. Consul Ord, who was stationed at 
Cantagena when the United States gun- 
boat Nashville reached Colon, was hissed 
in the streets. He has since been trans- 
ferred. 

“Colombians are ready to fight from the 
cradie to the grave. You see kids not 
more than 10 years in the ranks lugging 
Mausers longer than they are. They make 
g004 soldiers, too; what they lack in marks- 
manship they make up in courage, for they 
literally don’t know what fear is, or even 
caution is."’

WABHINGTON, Dec. 26.—As the lines of 
opposition to President Roosevelt become 
more distinct it is seen that the desire of 
the politicians to prevent his nomination 
grows. Some of the Republican leaders be- 
Meve that before the national cdnvention 
meets Mr. Roosevelt can be convinced that 
his candidacy would be disastrous to the 
party. There is no Organized effort, how- 
ever. against him. 

The situation in New ¥erk is black. In 
spite of the fact that Ddell has suc- 
ceeded Senator Platt as lewder of the state 
organization, there must surely be a vein 
of hostility to the President running all 
through the leadership. Both Odell and 
Platt dislike him. 

It is commonly supposed that J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, influenced by an tmplacable 
personal hostility to Mr. Roosevelt, has in- 
spired the Wall street opposition to his 
political ambitions. One of Mr. Morgan's 
closest friends has taken the trouble to 
define this: 

“Tt is a mistake to suppose that Mr. Mor- 
gan hates the President personally,” he 
daid, “‘and it also is a mistake to assume 
that his opposition to Mr. Roosevelt is due 
to the fact that he ordered the prosecution 
of the Northern Securities Co. Of course 
Mr. Morgan believes that he might at least 
have given some notice of his intentions in 
order that his act might do as little dam- 
age as possible consistent with the law and 
interests of the country. 

“Now that represents Mr. Morgan's posi- 
tion. The President kept his plan to smash 
the Northern securities railroad merger a 
profound secret. He sprang upon Mr. Mor- 
gan from behind a hedge, as it were. Mr. 
Morgan had no idea that the President in- 


-tended to order that attack until it was 


done. Thefirst news he had of it came 
from a newspaper reporter who called to 
get his views on Mr. Roosevelt's action.” 

“Mr. Morgan's anxious distrust of Mr. 
Roosevelt is due solely to the president's 
rough discourtesy, to his lack of considera- 
tion for those who are deeply laden with 
financial responsibilities and to his spec- 
tacular vote-inviting methods as a smasher. 

“Mr. Morgan knows that the laws must 
be enforced if the country is to prosper. 
But it-is one thing to enforce the laws 
wisely and considerately and it is another 
thing to use the laws to contrive surprises 
and do al) the damage possible to the busi- 
ness interest of the country. ¢

His mother, Lady Randolph 
Churchill, supports her son. 

The Duke of Marlborough will be made 
under-secretary for the colonies by Mr.

But the duke is torn in 
mind between his belief in Winston and 
a painful decision to renounce his office if 
he decides against protection.

Keeping Boarders by Phone an Indus- 
try Becoming Popular in 
Ohio. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOLEDO, O., Dec. 26,—A dinner consisting 
of soup, a meat and a vegetable course, 
cooked in Mansfield, put on the train and 
sent to Toledo, a distance of 100 miles, 
where it was received piping hot, is a 
unique feature, 

All this was accomplished in a manner 
satisfactory to everybody concerned by Mrs. 
Bertha L. Grimes of Mansfield, who has 
for two years been making a specialty of 
serving hot dinners in this manner for 
Mansfield people. 

Keeping boarders by telephone is the way 
she describes herself. She daily supplies 
the wealthier classes of Mansfield with 
their dinners from her home, which is one 
and one-half miles from Mansfield. A do- 
mestic famine two years ago, when the 
girls developed a craze to work in fac- 
tories rather than kitchens, first led Mrs. 
Grimes to take up the work she called into 
requisition, a patent bucket invented by a 
New Haven, Conn., man, ‘but upon which 
she has since put many improvements, 
which she has patented. It is about three 
feet high and made of galvanized iron of 
double thickness, a substance similar to 


Fuller's earth, after which an aluminum 
shell is placed in the cylindrical compart- 
ment, its base resting on a soapstone heater 
incased in zinc. 


There are five pans, as well as a nickel 
soup dish. all placed in a wire layer rack 
inside the aluminum case, and all is covered 
by a copper-lined close lid. Except in cases 
of special orders, the customers do not 
know what they will receive, save that it 
will be a three-course meal. 

One bucket contains sufficient for four 
persons and costs $1. Mrs. Myers is the 
only woman in the United States to do 
this work on an extensive scale. It has

ST. PBHIERSBURG, Dec. 2%-—The ro- 

mance of Grand Duke Cyril and the Grand 
Duchess of Hesse (Princess Victoria Melits 
of Saxe-Coburg) is causing a vast deal of 
trouble to the Russ'an imperial family now 
and is likely to cause more, 

Grand Duke Cyril had fallen in love with. 
the Grand Duchess before she separated 
from her husband, and when separation 
Was announced he informed his father, 
Grand Duke Viadimir Alexandrowitch his 
dearest wish was to m.rry the clever prin- 
cess, who he believes suffered. cruel wrongs 
from her husband. Grand Duke Viadimir) 
told. the Czar of his son's wish 

The Czar did not object at fir. ., but when 
the Czarina heard the plan of marriage be- 
tween Grand Duke Cyril and her brother's 
éivorced wife she and her sister, Grand 
Duchess Serge, used all their eloquence to 
rouse the Czar to opposition to the match. 
The Czarina, convinced that her brother 
was a model] husband. declared that she 
would never tolerate her divorced sister- 
fn-law at the Russian court. 

When Grand Duke Cyril was informed 
of this by his mother he left St. Petersburg 
secretly and went to Coburg, where the 
grand duchess is living with her mother. 
From there he wrote to his father that ho 
meyer would return to Russia unless he was 
allowed to marry the grand duchess. 

This happened just when the Czar and 
the Czarina had left and had gone to 
Poland-Darmstadt with the Grand Duchess 
of Hesse. 

Thereupon Grand Duke Viadimir went 
to Skiernewice, Poland, to consult the 
Czar concerning this painful affair, arriv- 
tng About the time of the death of little 
Princess Elizabeth, the only child of the 
Grand Duke of Hesse and his divorced 
wife. Grand Duke Cyril had to leave Co- 
burg at the desire of the grand duchess, 
who did not wish to be suspected of love- 
@iaking just when she had suffered the 
loes of her only child. 

Cyril returned to Russia by order of the 
Czar, but the young couple are as much 
attached as ever, and the affair is by no 
Means at an end. 

Cytil’s marriage will be an important 
affair, becavse if.the Czar never has a son 
and his brother, Michael, who is supposed 
to be a consumptive, dies, Cyril, after his 
father, is heir to the throne. He is pre- 
pared to renounce the prospective right, 
but the grand duchess, as well as his par- 
ents, are imploring him to forbear. 

The grand duchess, who is a woman of 
the most resolute temper, vows that ulti- 
mately she will sit on the throne of the 
woman who now has the “insolenca to 
oppose” her marriage. ‘ - 

The Czarina is expecting another visit 
from the Stork, though the fact is not 
acknowledged in view of previous disap- 
pointment. Since she returned from Skier- 
mewice she has not been seen except by

However, it 
was an American who opposed us; the 
English all helped.”’ 

“Who was the American?’ we asked. 
“Mr. J. P. Morgan,” said Mr. Yerkes, 
dryly. 

Now here was an interesting interview! 
We leaned forward and yearned for more, 
but Mr. Yerkes said the matter, was all 
settled now and it was not necessary to go 
into it. Mr. Morgan, he said, was interest- 
ed in some rival tunnel projects in London, 
and many things were done by him and 
his connection to head off the Yerkes con- 
cessions. But Mr. Morgan was bested in 
the matter, and that ended it. 

Evidently Mr. Yerkes doesn’t care much 
for Mr. Morgan. But he showed no rancor. 
In fact, he has an indulgent, satisfied way 
with him that shows he relies on results. 
it is this same confidence of manner that 


he said, 


| 


has helped Yerkes when odds and enemies 
were great aga nat him. He has the shou!- 
ders of a fighter and the boldest of brown 
eyes. And he is so very pleasant and sure 
of himself.that those who meet up against 
him come to the conclusion that the best 
thing to do is to compromise if Mr, Yerkes 
will compromise. 

Wonder if he compromised with Mr. Mor- 
gan? 

“So far as Englishmen are concefned,” 
continued Mr. Yerkes, “I want to tell you 
that when you meet with the better class 
Eng)'shman, the well-born, the well- 
brought-up Englishman, one who knows 
something of business and is unspoiled by 
flattery, you have met a man upon whom 
you can depend on for his friendship, his 
honesty and his bravery till the end. 

“That sort of Englishman is just the 
best man on eafth, and there are plenty 
of them In England...I will go so far as to 
say that the better class Englishmen are 
better even than the better class Ameri- 
cans. At least, it has been my experience 
to find them so. 

“Life in England, all things considered, 
is pleasanter than life.in America. They 
do not take things so seriously—amali 
things. I mean—as they do in America. 
In America, and particularly in New York, 
you see thousands suffering from hustle 
out of place and over-emphasized activity. 

“Men rush out from their offices to 
lunchroom, worry through that and rush 
back to their places of business as if the 
fate of the nation depended on their gain- 
ing a moment's time—and when they get 
back to their offices, stores and shops nine 
out of 10 of them find they have been hus- 
tling so much that they have had no time 
to attend to any business in hand or bring 
it to hand if they lacked it, 

“The Englishman is slower, steadier and 
surer, but altogether he is one of the best 
specimens of the genus homo the world 
has ever produced. I never met a better 
one. 

“Another pleasant thing about life from 
the English point of view is the way they 
look upon sport and holidays over there. 
They have more holidays than we have 
here and they relax more for them. In the 
matter of sport, racing, cricket,’ rowing 
and all forms of physical competition are 
looked upon as national institutions that it 
is the duty of every Englishman to uphold 
and encourage. In America the better 
class people regard all.forms of sport, 
with the possible exception of football, as 
only of interest to ‘sports’ and half-grown 
boys. ‘The Puritan strain in us makes us 
look with distrust upon even the best of 
men who race horses. But in England it 
js the great ambition of almost. every 
wealthy man of station to own a horse 
that will win some of the ciassic events 
of the English turf, such as the Derby. 
And it is nothing unusual to see two cricket 
elevens composed of solid and corpulent 
middle-aged géntlemen heatedly and tire- 
lessly playing a match game of innumer- 
able runs and many hours’ duration. 


“America’s progress is due to the fact 
that her men begin the battle of life early, 
when they are full of enthusiasm and en- 
ergy and when they are most adaptable to 
existing conditions—in their ‘teens. 

“Personally I think college spoils many 
young men. I think a good high school ed- 
ucation is preferable rather than a college 
one for young men who have their own 
way to make in the world. 

“A boy who goes into business at 17 or 
19 has seven years, say, the start of a COl- 
lege man, and the college man must begin 
in a small position.and at a boys pay—be- 
gin where that boy began and naturally this 
dissatisfies the college man. And a man

dissatisfied is a man that. is spoiled for tne 
day's work. 

“In this, of course, I am speaking of com- 
mercial and business life, along lines where 
experience and common sense are needed 
more than technical knowledge, 
“Common sense is better than a high 
education, anyway. The man with common 
sense can always get an education, but the 
best education in the world doesn't bring 
you any mure common sense than what you 
were born with.

“As.for success, the component parts of 
success are a level head, an honest inten- 
tion, industry and perseverence and—and 
this is important—just a dash of good luck. 

Pressed as to whether he was supersti- 
tious, Mr. Yerkes said he did not think he 
was.

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NEW YORK CITY'S 
TERMINAL PLANS 


Twelve Million Dollar Order for Elec- 
trical Equipment to Solve 
the Problem 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—An ordeqgfor elec- 
tric equipment to cost $12,000,000 been 
given as the first step in the direction of 
a complete rehabiliation of the terminal 
facilities and the entire suburban traffic of 
the New York Central railroad. The im- 
provement is one of the most notable ever 
undertaken by any rallroad. 

One alrect result of this will be to render 
the tunnel through which the road enters 
New York Ctly comparatively safe, thus 
preventing the recurrence of such a horror 
as that which resulted in many deaths a 
year or so ugo. The only excuse advanced 
in that and similar cases was that the en- 
gineer could not see signals because of 
the smoke that filled the tunnel. The cost 
to the road of this last disaster in money 
alone appfoximaties a mi.lion doliars. 

With the huge electric motors that are 
desigued to haul the heaviest of trains at 
a contract speed of 60 miles an hour there 
will be no cause for ciouding the under- 
ground portion of the road. It ee

of Campaign. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Theodore 


Roosevelt has been a candidate for the 1904 
Presidential nomination ever since he was 
elected governor of New York in 1898. He 
became doubly a candidate when he was 
elected Vice-President in 1990, and con- 
ducted an unceasing campaign during the 
few months he held that office. After he 
wenf into the White House his whole en- 
ergy was devoted to the problem of securt- 
ing the nomination, and nothing has taken 
prevedence over that ambition since. 

His tragic elevation to the presidency 
cleared the field for him in a great meas- 
ure. While he was Vice-President he had 
an active competitor in his own state in 
Gov. Odell. The death of President Mc- 
Kinléy removed Odell as a possibiucty. It 
eliminated Fairbanks of Indiana and sev- 
éral others who thought they might have a 
chance. In addition to this the President 
did some eliminating himself. 

Notwithstanding his apparently clear title 
to the nomination the President has never 
been satisfied in his heart that there is not 
fome deep plot to take the nomination 
from him. He has a suspicious mind and 
he fears Senator Hanna. It has recently 
beon announced from the White House 
that there is a perfect understanding be- 
tween the Ohio senator and the President. 
Color is given to this by the statement 
that the Fresident has asked Senator 
Hanna to take the chairmanship of the 
Republican national committee for the 
coming campaign. 


He Will Be Nominated. 


The White House inference from this 
request is that the President would not 
ask a man who is a possible competitor for 
the nomination the President himself seeks 
to conduct a campaign for him. That is 
foolishness, the White House sages say. 
It is also one of Mr. Roosevelt’s shrewd 
methods of taking advantage of opportuni- 
tles and of dragging people under his flag 
whether they want to march there. or not. 

About once a week some one rises up to 
say the nomination of Roosevelt is not a 
certainty. Most of these sub-caliber poll- 
ticlans are Hanna shouters. One or two 
shout for Fairbanks. It is all noise. No 
sensible man who knows the rudiments of 
national politics, whether he is friendly or 
unfriendly to Roosevelt, even hopes that 
some other may get the nomination. 

Roosevelt will be nominated—nominateda 
by acclamation—and all the Hanna boom- 
ers and the Fairbanks shouters will be 
there to split their throats for him. He 
will retire to Oyster Bay as soon as Con- 
gress adjourns. Probably he will be there 
when the convention is in session. He 
will make a few speeches to visiting dele- 
gations and wait for the returns. 

The President knows this as well as any- 
body. S§till, that does not prevent the 
fear of opposition from haunting him, nor 
deter him from keeping actively at his 
propaganda. Nor does it prevent him from 
forcing every lukewarm supporter he can 
find to swear allegiance at least twice a 
month. Mr. Roosevelt is taking no 
chances. He will keep steadily at work 
until the nomination has been made. He 
will play Roosevelt politics every day. 


“The King of Politicians.” 

There has been a widespread disposition 
to think of President Roosevelt as a the- 
orist in politics, a reformer, a sort of Re- 
publican with a few mugwump attach- 
ments. Some of his speeches have 
strengthened this impression, probably 
without insincerity on the President's part, 
for there is nothing in his career, aside 
from his speeches and his writings, to in- 
dicate that he is a high-browed and haloed 
protéstor at conditions. 

It is but the truth to say that the Presi-

Then. too, no man in public Hfe knows 
better how to get public recognition for his 
acts. Roosevelt is a great press agent. If 
he had gone into the show business he 
would have had a greater circus than Bar- 
num’s. He appreciates the value of the 
limelight and he stands in it constantly. 

He showed his line of development when 
he was governor. If his recohrd 's searched 
it will be found that Gov. Roosevelt was 
almost constantly with the Platt machine. 
He did what he was told to do in nearly 
every instance. 

The Civil Service Refotm Roosevelt, au- 
thor of essays on American ideals. played 
practical politics. No blame attaches to 
him for’ that, except with the altruists. 
Roosevelt was conserving the interests of 
Roosevelt. At that, Senator Platt tried to 
shelve “im with the nomination for vice- 
president. Roosevelt protested. That was 
the artificial Roosevelt. He accepted. That 
was the real Roosevelt. 


When he was fighting for the 1904 nomi- 
nation, after he had been nominated for 
vice president, he early made up his mind 
that his better field was the West. He 
devoted himself to that territory. He had 
friends in New York, but he knew Odel] 
had ambitions, and he thought to close up 
the West and then try New York. 

He was strong in Kansas, Utah, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Montana, the Dakotas and sim- 
ilar states. They liked his dashing ways 
and his apparent outspoken honesty and 
eandor. 

He was making fair progress. On the 
day he was sworn in as vice president he 
said to an intimate friend: “I have decided 
to let go of all this Rough Rider business. 
I intend. to devote my four years as vice- 
president to cultivating a reputation for 
soundness and conservatism. I am a can- 
didate for the nomination for President in 
1904 and I intend to grow up to it.” 


Then Providence intervened, and the P iy. As soon as Shaw became even 


vice president bécame President. Then he 
was in the commanding position. ° His 
first year, even though he played his poll- 
tics ceaselessly and affiliated with Re- 
publican politicians of.all kinds, was not 
so successful, from a personal viewpoint, 
as his friends had wished.

Shelved All Serious Opposition. 


Roosevelt’s great peculiar y in his cam- 
paign for the nomination has been his in- 
sistence upon declarations of loyalty. No 
man has escaped: “You are for me or 
against me” is his motto, and he applies 
it everywhere. Also, he believes in getting 
generals from the other side. His greatest 
coups were the Payne and Shaw appoint- 
ments. He knew Gov. Shaw of Iowa had 
presidential ambitions. Perhaps these am- 
bitions focused on 1904. He acted — 
shadow of a factor the President put him 
in his cabinet as secretary of the treasury. 
This eliminated Shaw for 194. Payne was 
chairman of the executive committee of the 
Republican national committee. He was 
Hanna’s chief Heutenant. He knew the 
secrets oF the organization and just how 
the machinery runs. President Roosevelt 
annexed Payne. He made him postmas- 
ter-general, a position to which Payne had 
aspired since 1996, and which President 
McKinley, even after the insistent demands 
of Hanna. had twice refused him, saying 
Payne was not a fit man to put into the 
McKinley cabinet. Roosevelt put Payne in 
charge of his campaign as assistant man- 
ager under himstlt. 


A Sample of His “Politics.” 

Payne took the job gladly. He has held 
it since, in spite of the postoffice scandal, 
and undoubtedly has “played fair’’ with the 
President. Later Mr. Roosevelt sent Gov. 
Tuft to the Philippines. There had been 
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talk about using Taft to defeat Roosevelt, 


and the President promptly put his brand 
on Taft.

On the advice of Payne and Senator 
Platt of New York, he selected James 8. 
Clarkson, a gone-to-seed politician, who 
once had some national committee expert- 
ence, for the corralling agent. He made 
Clarkson surveyor of the port of New York 
and put him at work. 


The President’s treatment of the whole 
negro question is a fair sample of his poll- 
tics. He was avowedly after the delegates 
through. Clarkson. but he also wanted the 
votes of the negroes tn the North. The 
black vote is a heavy factor itn many 
Northern states. It wou'd be going ivo far 
to assert that he invited Booker Washing- 
ton to dine with him at the White House 
because he wanted to cement the North- 
ern negro vote, bit it is well within the 
bounds to say that ‘the spectacular insist- 
ence of the negro Crum for collector of the 
port of Charleston, 8. C., and the Post- 
mistress Minnie Cox incident at Indianola, 
Miss., had political possibilities that the 
President did not overlook. He knew 
that. miraculously’ or otherwise, he never 
could get the votes of South Carolina and 
Mississippi, He played politics for the ne- 
gro vote in the North. 


|Next He Tackled Wall Street. 


He calcu.ated the effect of his action in 
the Northern Securities merger case and 
in the settlement of the coal strike. He 
knew these steps would offend Wall street, 
but he decided he would better have the 
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approbation of the people at large than the} 
few in New York and other _ financial 
strongholds. He was advised aga'nst both 
of these proceedings by Secretary Root and 
Attorney General Knox. They argued it 
would be suicide to attack the vested inter- 
ests which supply campaign funds in such 
profusion. The President was and is a bet- 
ter politician than either Knox or Root. 
He claimed he would strengthen h'‘mself, 
aside from any other consideration, and he 
did strengthen: himse'f, fer in the West, 
where the votes come from, to be an enemy 
of Wall street is to make a friend. 

There was method in it all. The President 
listened smilingly to the protests from Wall 
street. He knew he held the whip hand. 
And he has seen the Wall street people 
come arour i, no matter what they may say 
privately, and adm‘t that perhaps he can 
be trusted, although he did take a tremen- 
dous advantage of them. He has told the 
Wall street peop’e that he is not their 
enemy, and they have come to believe him, 
in a measure. The lash still stings, but 
they think that it will be as well if ft is not 
applied again. The Pres‘dent fs convinced 
they will take their medicine eventually. 


Looped the Loop With Ease. 


The President’s two great tours of the 
country were a part of the plan to let the 
people get acquainted with him. He went 
through New Eng’and with a whoop and 
hurrah, and he toured to the Pacific coast 
and back and made speeches everywhere 
the train stopped almost. 

Those speeches show his skill as a poli- 
ticlan. No man can take them all and 
analyzing them down to the last sentence,

The strength required of an average sized 
team of horses and the strain on the horses 
to draw a heavy load over stones or out of 
a deep rut, hole or over many other avoid- 
able obstacles is often greater than to draw 
the same load over a smooth surface 50 


yards. 

It would be a small estimate to say a 
careless driver strains his team in that 
manner 30 times a day. 

If a driver prevents straining his horses 
20 times each day he will save them 1000 
yards of unnecessary pulling, and in the 
300 working days of the year 300,000 hong 
ont in five years 1,500,000 yards—nearly 1000 
miles. 

With proper judgment and carefulness the 
driver. at the end of the five years, will 
have in place of a team of weak, over- 
worked, bony horses, a team of healthy 
and stro ones.

The matertal 
to be dredged is first loosened by powerful 
Jets of water driven from the ship, and & 
then drawn up into the ship by great 
pumps, along with immense masses of 
water. Discharged into bins or scows, the 
solid materia! sinks and the water escapes. 
Flexible tubes, 15 inches in diameter, reach 
cut from the ship to the bottom of the 
harbors, and immense centrifugal pumps, 
capable of handling solid masses as large 
as will pass through the tubes, pull up 
whatever is at their ends. Machinery of 

owerful design and novel plan fs to be 
nstalled on all of these ats. These 
dredges cannot only discharge into scows 
and bins aboard ship, but can distribute 
their material hundreds or thousands of 
feet away through pipes. 

Several of them will be in operation the 
coming year.

*Long Suspended From 
Center of Dome of State 
Building Will Write the 
‘Record of the Earth’s 
Rotary Motion on a 

Field of Sand.

EGINNING tomorrow and con- 
tinuing through three days, « 
gigantic 80-pound,  300-foot 
pendulum will swing to and 
fro within the great dome of 
the Illinois state capitol buil.- 
ing at Springfield for science’s 


It will do this at the bidding of four young 
members of the senior physics class of the East 
St. Louis High School, namely Robert Kenrick, 
Frank Watson, Mabel Lentz and Mattie Arm- 
strong. 

These schoolchildren will have entire charge of 
one of the most remarkable scientific demonstra- 
tions ever made in this country. Their audience 
will consist of the members of the Illinois State 
Teachers’ Association in convention assembled. 

The big pendulum swung from the dome of the 
state capitol building of Illinois will record cer- 
tain lines on a sand surface that will give visible 
proof of the rotation of the earth upon its axis. 


HE earth’s revolution, certain though it be, is never- 
theless a performance that has never been wit- 
nessed by the eyes of mortal man. It has been 

accepted as a great truth because it is vouched for by 
exact science. 

The record will be writ in sand by the big pendulum in 
Springfield this week, but the truth which it will demon- 
strate is imperishable. It will give the lie to the Reverend 
Jasper ot Richmond, Va., who contended that “The sun do 
move,” It will prove instead that the earth moves around 
an immutably fixed sun. It will go even further, giving 
the ratio of progress at which this terrestrial ball re- 
volves on its axis while revolving also in its well-nigh 
illimitable orbit around the glorious source of all light. 

The four students who will have sole charge of the 
demonstration will themselves become thereby historical 
figures in scientific annals, due to the importance and sig- 
nifleance of the object-lesson which they are to conduct. 

if they had lived and done this thing a certury or so 
ago, Rebert Kendrick, Frank Watson Mabel Lentz and 
Mattie Armstrong would have come to us in song, story, 
tradition and veracious written record, as The Four Wise 
Children. We should have pictures of them, the two boys

and the two girls, clothed alike in the flowing robes of 
the philosophers of o!d, Ail the world would still be mar- 
veling because of the wondrous thing they did. 

But, since this thing is to be done in Springfield, Il., in 
the clear and unostentatious light of Twentieth Century 
science, the four members of the senior physics class of the 
Kast St. Louis High School will go about its doing very 
simply. Thev wii] make no more of the performance, in 
the line of wonder-working, than if they had merely 
moistened a finger in their mouths and heid it up to se 
from what point of the compass the wind blew. 

This is because of the difference between now and the 
earlier centiwies. There are no frills on seience these days. 

Nevertheless. desipte the matter-of-fact manner in which 
these four young scholastics will proceed to demonstrate 
the rotation of their Mother Karth upon its axis, they 
cannot prevent that demonstration from being peculiariy 
pieturesque and absorbingly fascinating as a spectacular 
performarce. This is due to the fact that it is inherently 
picturesque and fascinating beyond the modesty of latter- 
day science to overcome, 

Within the great vaulted space beneath the majestic 
dome of the Springfield eapitol building a magnificent 
theater is fonnd for such a spectacle. Dignity is its domi- 
nant characteristic, the dignity of vast upward stretches, 
of stately architecture, of the poetry that attaches to 
temple-like beauty. Midway on the flonr-space of this 
splendid arena, temporarily devoted to Beience, the four 
Ilinois school children will station themselves for their 
demonstration. Around them in the impressive amphithea- 
ter, leaving ite center open, wilt be assembled the hun- 
dreds of thoughtful men and. women who constitute the 
State Teachers’ Association of Illinois. This is the seene 
that will be presented tomorrow when the demonstration 


begins. 
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The most acctiyate preparation has been made for this 
memorable affair, It demands such preparation, for it will 
be the seconsd parallel in history of the world-famous dem- 
onstration made in the elassie Pantheon at Paris by the 
renowned French scientist, Jean Bernard Leon Foucau’, 
fifty-four yeare ago, The only enriier repetition of Fon 
cault’s achievement was made last year by the Paris Astro- 
nomical Society, also in the Pantheon, to test certain 
theories advance! by Alexander 8. Chessin, a distinguished 
Russian savant who oceupies the Chair of Mathematics at 
Washington University in St, Lonis, It behooves the four 
members of the senior physics class of the Kast St. Louis 
High School, therefore, to make sure of the sttecess of 
their experimenj. They are in rivalry with eminent com- 
petitors, 

Here is what they have done in the matter of prepara- 
tion, together with what they purpose to do ih the matter 
of demonstration. 

The immense eighty-pound pendulum and ite apparatus, 
which they take with them from East St. Louis, were made 
under the direction of Prof, Samuel Cook, their instructor 
in physics. The entire outfit is modeled upon its predeces- 
sors, those used by Foucault, pupil of the immortal Arago, 
over half a century ago, and by the Paris Astronomical 
Society one year ago. 

The big pendulum wil] be suspended from the interior 
height of the dome of the Llinois state capitol by a steel 
wire 300 feet long, exactly corresponding to the height of 
the dome, leas 9 few inches, The experiment must of neces- 
sity be made within eheltering walls, because, if done in 
the open, from a cliff or the outside of a tower, the move- 
ment of the pendulum would be influenced by the wind. 
This, of course, would render its record valueless as estab- 
lishing the truth of the earth’s rotation upon its axis. 

Directly in the center of the floor, underneath the ern-

You need no special 
dress for it, yoy can take your alloted 15 min- 
utes or all day, if you like. in any kind of dress 
or aftrangement, from a wrapper to u Parisian 
ball Gress. There is no mneeessity of removing 
your corsets even-—ary corset that you can walk 
in, without tiring, you can punch the bag in, 
only don’t try te do any kind of exercise with 
a tight corset on; you might as wel] jymp in the 
river at once, 

Neither should yeu engage in any kind of ex- 

ercise immediately after a meal, no matter how 
Meht the meal, 
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exercise the Tat °" spring Weel shoe should be 
worn, You can wear any kind of drese in ex- 
orcising with the punching bag. but you 
shoulun’t wear @ heel on your shoe. If you don't 
fee] ke buying a pair of fat heels have ihe heel 
tuken off any ofd@ shoe that is comfortable.

Or you can have the gas pipe four feet long 
and place your flange in the finer and you have 
the “rotary’’ bag, which gives the stomach 
muscles more play than the aerial bag. 

You can use a beg of any shape in these litle 
outfits, You can exercise your fists, elbows and 
your head in striking either of there bags, but 
the head blow ig not advisable if you have

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Oyster Cocktails 

© make eocktajla for six persons, clean and 
T chill three dozen smal! oysters of fine 
flavor. Mix and let stand in a cold piace 
an hour er longer, that the various ingredients 
may become well blended, half a teaspoonful of 
fine, freshiy grated horseradish, a teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, a fourth of a teaspoonful 
(ecant measyre) of tobasco sauce, three-quarters 
of a level teagpoonful of sajt, a tablespoonful of 
tomate cateyp, a tablespoonful of vinegar and 
three tablespoonfuls of lemon juice. At serving 
time dispose the oysters, counting six for each 
portion, in sherry glasses, lemon or orange shells, 
or in tomato cups, and pour @ tablespoonful of 

the mixture over each portion of oysters. 


Steamed Fruit Pudding 
IX and sift tegetner one and three-quarter 
\\ cupfuls of sifted flour, half a level tea- 
spoonful of soda, a fourth of a level tea- 
spoonful each of cinnamon, eloves and nutmeg. 
lianve ready half a pound of dates, stoned and 
chopped fine, half a cupful each of raisins, cur- 
rants and chopped almonds, add to the flour, coat- 
ing wel the fruit. Melt a third of a cupful of 
butter in a haif eupful of molasses, add half a 
cupful of milk and combine with the dry ingredi- 
ents.
